Port Richmond has more residents than any 
other district of Staten Island. It faces New 
Jersey across the Kill Van Kull, and is joined 
to Bayonne, New Jersey, by the Bayonne 
Bridge. Most of the families live in 
single-family homes of moderate cost. It is 
an important middle-income market. In the 
vicinity of the bridge and the railroad tracks 



there is a lower-income group living mostly 
in multiple-family or two-family houses. 
Much of the southern part of the district is 
open country. There are a few small farms, 
a park, and some of New York City's largest 
hospital developments. Retail trade is cen- 
tered chiefly on Richmond Avenue, Victory 
Boulevard, and Richmond Terrace.
